The Virginia Readjuster Movement, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 1.—The Readjuster 
State Convention which meets at Richmond, 
Va., to-morrow, promises to be of unusual in-

ate. A reporter of the Associated Press has 
had interviews with the ieading men of all par- 
tiesin Virginia, the points of which are set 
forth in the following brief statement: A leader 
of the Conservative Republicans said: TheRead- 
juster canvass in Illis a repetition of the In- 
dependent Democratic Republican movement 


ot 1869. Then Mahone and Lewis

DIGGER INDIANS. 


An Expiring Race—A Novel Dance in a 
Bake Oven. ~*~ 
From a California Letter. 

“Would you like to attend the dance to- 
night at the rancheria of the Indians?” said 4 
gentleman to a friend and myself, as we loi- 
tered in one of the small towns in Northern 
California. Now, naving been informed of 
the dance during the afternoon by no less a 
yersonace than the chief of the rancheria, we 
— stopped over night for the purpose of 
witnessing the same; and right happily were 
we to be joined by a gentleman who was thor- 
oughly familiar with every point of interest 
in the neighborhood, and who was well kuown 
to many of the Indians themselves. 

“The Diggers are a strange race,“ said he, 
us we trudged along after nightfall tothe 
place where the „fandango“ was to be held. 
“They are generally conceded to be the low- 
est specimens of humanity on the continent 
of America, and it is doubtful whether the 
Old World can show a people more degrad- 
ed. Althouch repeated efforts have been 
made to civilize them, yet these have been of 
little avail, and the.work of the philanthrop- 


ists has been like the good seed which felf 


upon stony places and which sprung up, but 
having no root, soon withered away. Words 
and arguments seem to be powerless to effect 
achangeintheir condition; and, since the 
time of the Mission Fathers, all attempts at 
the improvement of their intellectual and 
spiritual welfare have been abandoned. The 
Digger Indian may be taught to pick hops, 
plow, chop wood and perform many other 
kinds of outdoor work. He may be taught 
tochew and smoke and drink like a white 
man; to wash his face and wear decent cloth- 
ing: but civilization can go little farther. At 
the firstimpulse he returns to his vagabond 
life of idleness, to his corn diet and 
‘wickiup’ of boughs—the same untamed 
and untamable savage. 

“Yet,” continued our friend, as we passed 
beyond atree where a half-breed once had 
been Ivnched, “there is still something pa- 
thetic inthe history ofthe Digger race. In 
the days of Kit Carson and other famous 
scouts they swarmed through every valley 
in the State: and, even down to the time of 
the pioneers of 749, they thronged the streets 
of the frontier towns, and their rancherias 
were so densely populated that the barest 
necessaries of life were with difficulty ob- 
tained. But during the last twenty, years 
they have disappeared more rapidly than ever 
before: and, before many more 
years have passed, not a vestige of 
this once powerful race will remain. 
What is the cause of this decline? 
you ask. Undoubtedly it has been war, pes- 
tilence andthe contact of civilization. In 
early days the different tribes were fighting 
unceasingly among themselves, while the 
Americans and Mexicans aided largely in de- 
<reasing the number of their common enemy. 
In Trinity county, thirty vears ago, a party of 
whites surrounded a rancheria, and during a 
nightawhole twibe was destroyed. Similar 
butcheries have occurred in other parts of 
the State. Not long since*I read, in Mene- 
fee’s Ilistorvy of Sonoma County, about the 
ravages of the cholera among the Indians in 
in, In one rancheria inthe Sacramento 
Valley over 500 died within the space of four 
days. One little girl alone escaped the fright— 
ful disease, and when she was rescued the 
zround was literally covered with the bodies 
of her dead companions. 

“The contact of civilization.“ said the gen— 
tleman as we approached the rancheria, 
mas been more potent in the extinction of 
the Diggers than pestilence or the sword. 
The game is no longer abundant in the 
mountains, and there isa scarcity of tish in 
the interior streams, and without fish and 
came the Indians are put to all sorts of shifts 
to keep body and soul together. When they 
are hungry it matters little what sort of food 
is offered, for they will eat anything which is 
digestible. Their bread is made generally 
from acorns or the kernels of the pine- 
nut and buckeye, and worms and 
edible roots are their meat and vege- 
tables. Grasshoppers are one of their 
favorite dishes, while snakes are said to be 
eaten With a relish. Between the two evils, 
starvation and work, there is not much dif- 
ference in the average Digger’s mind, and in 
escaping both the grand end of existence is 
obtained. But here we are at one end of the 
largest rancherias in the State: and of 
the habits and customs of this strange peo- 
ple an excellent opportunity is now afforded 
to jucwe for yourselves. Don’t be fastidious: 
don’t make any one angry; keep your mouth 
shut and your eves and ears open, and vou 
will witness a performance to-night more cu- 
rious than any you have vet seen} in Califor- 
nin. We shall soon be satistied, but make up 
your mind to remain here until the dance is 
over.” 

From the barking of the dogs and the wail- 
ing of a squaw We knew that we were now 
inthe midstof-the rancheria: and Indian 
forms tliitjne aboutthe **sweat-house’’ in- 
formed us where the **fandango’’ was to be 
held. This house had been built of strong 
poles and branches ingeniously fastened to- 
sether and was in the shape of an inverted 
bowl, being about forty feet in diameter at 
the bottom and tapering to the stze of a cen- 
tre-pole atthe top. The outside being cover- 
mi with earth to prevent the escape of the 
heat, amdthere being neither windows nor 
doors, the appearance of the whole was like 
that of an old fashioned bake-oven, and the 
simile Was not inappropriate, as we after- 
wards learned. ) 

Unger the escort of Capt. Jack, to whom 
wy Were cach required to pay fifty cents, we 
cBawied rather than walked through the 
small aperture on one side, and having gained 
the interior we were assigned a bench im— 
mediately in front ofthe tire. It was now 
about 10 o’clock, but the dancing was not vet 
begun. About 150 Indians—the males and fe- 
males mixed indiscriminately —were lounviny 
around the edge ofthe house, and save the 
bench upon which we were seated nota 
single article of furniture was seen, pon 
hooks N from the wall were hung 
blankets, beadwork, bows and arrows, canes, 
slippers and other convenient and fancy 
articles, while the various costumes to be 
usedin the dances gave the whole the ap- 
ur of a well-stocked bazar. The only 
ight of the place emanated from the huge 
wood-tire which burned on the ground near 
the center of the house, and during the entire 
evening a decrepid old Indian, who had been 
detailed for the purpose, kept piling on fuel 
until the spectators onthe bench and the 
Indians themselves were well nigh roasted. 
It Was already late when the dancing began. 

The orchestra was composed of about a dozen 
braves; and these with their instruments of 
torture, huddled together near the pole in 
the centre. Inthe book “Between the Gates,” 
i Chinese orchestra is described as a combi- 
nation of ticks and chicks, and jingles and 
~queaks, interlude and emaciated tiddles with 
a roar of gongs and clash of cymbals added; 
while elsewhere the music of the Digger In- 
aus is described as a deafening uproar like 
that produced by a thousand cross-cut saws 
filed by steam power, or innumerable pigs 
caught under a gate, or a multitude of tom- 
cats lashed together and flung over a clothes- 
line! Butneither of the above descriptions 
will do justice.to the music which broke upon 
our cars asthe signal was given, for soon 
were distinguished notes and pauses in ac- 
cordance with the figures. Each member of 
the orchestra contributed his share of the 
uoise by striking a split se of wood against 
hisknee ot arm; and thls was accompanied 


* 


by a plaintive wail, now low and suhdued, again 

forcible, as the oceasion demanded. 
Simultaneously with the commencement of 

the music the dancing began. A dozen or 


more squaws glided barefooted into the cen- 


ter of the ring, and, after circling the fire on 
tiptoe two or three times, glided away us un- 
ceremoniously as they came. Probably the 
secong and last dances were the best of the 
evening, andashort description of each is 
herewitli appended. Previous to the com- 
menceme1.t of the second dance, which an 
indian informed us in broken English was 
called the squaw dance,’’ the ten squaws 
changed their apparel and donned their cos- 
tumes in full view of the audience assembled, 
and then formed in a line between us and the 
fire. The dresses must have been owned by 
the community in general, for they were ex- 
actly alike in every respect, and, when the 
dance was concluded, each was returned 
to the hook from which it had been taken. 

The body of each dress was made of black 
calico, with red and white scollops below 
the waist, and also at the bottom. An aba- 
lone belt fitted tightly around the waist, and 
four long streamers from the back and breast 
wavedto and fro with the body. On the 
head was a cap, Which in shape Was not un- 
like a huge crab; andstarting from the top of 
this was another streamer, which extended 
even to the ground. Each of the squaws 
held a horse-tail in the right hand, and four 
had peculiar wooden whistles in their 
mouths. The dancers varied in age from 
the young girl in her teens to the grand- 
mother of the tribe; and a stoical in- 
difference to pleasure or applause was mani- 
fested onevery face. During the dance the 
feet were never wholly lifted from the ground, 
and the motion was a sort of a shufiling “*hob- 
bledehoy”’—the dancers now supporting 
themselves on the heel, now onthe toes— 
now turning around and around—now fol- 
lowing the leader with a snail-like pace 
around the fire. Every few minutes, without 
the least sign, the beating of the sticks and 
the humming of the musicians would sud- 
denly stop, and then, by way of applause, the 
old Indian bythe fire and one or two others 
would utter a sound which was a sort of cross 
between a groan and a yell. 

After the dance bad continued some time 
and the squaws had well nigh exhausted 
themselves and everybody else, they aarted 
off suddenly into the passage leading to the 
aperture by which we had entered; and there- 
upon a single brave, with his face painted 
and almost naked, appeared in front of the 
audience. Holding a drumstick in each hand 
and a whistlein his mouth, he darced to the 
spot where the squaws were assembled; and 
these, following him, were dismissed to thefr 
seats, and the squaw dance was over. 


KAISER AND EMPRESS. 


Glimpses Behind the Curtalns of the 
German Imperial Family. 
serlin Correspondence Chicago Tribune. 

The stranger who remains a short time in 
Germany cannot fail to be impressed with 
the fact thatthe venerable Kaiser is dearly 
beloved by his people: so also is the Crown 
Prince: while, on the other hand, the kin- 
press and Crown Princess are unpopular. 
The Emperior must, of course, be familiar to 
vou at home, through his pictures, as u 
really handsome man. He is certainly well 
preserved for one of his vears—s4 last March. 
Rumors begin to report that, though the 
Kaiser appears spry and fresh iu public, vet. 
when free from restnaintin the privacy of 
his own apartments he shows his age plainty, 
and that both mentally and physically he is 
failing. The Emperor has always been 
moderate in habits, which doubtless has had 
much to do towards preserving 
his health. He sleeps on à hard 
mattress, which resis on a simple 
brass bedstead, and his covering is a so!dier’s 
blanket. It is saidthat this simple _bed 1s 
taken along wherever his Majesty travels. 
And the story runs that üpon one Bf the Em- 
poror’s visits to St. Petersburg his servant 
of the bed-chamber found in the apartments 
assigned to his Majesty an elegant bed, can- 
opied and in all respects as luxuriously com- 
fortable as the most pampered monarch could 
desire.“ Wbat is that bed for?” exclaimed 
the servant, questioninglyu. For his Majesty 
the Emperor of Germany,“ was the reply. 
*Tuke it right away then,” ordered the ser- 
vant: „the Emperor brings his own bed 
with him.“ And the plain little bedstead 
was putin the place of the magnilicent one 
Which had been intended for his Majesty. 

The Kaiser is said to be inordinately fond 
of lobster salad. But, as it did not agree 
with the royal stomach anv better than with 
many ahumble fellow’s, his physician for- 
bade his free indulgence in it many vears 
ago, telling him that, if he did not eat it he 
might live to be 80. Therefore, of course, 
the Emperor has lived to reach the age of 54. 
When his Soth birthday arrived, he called his 
medical adviser to him and said: There, 
my dear Doctor, I have lived to be 8), and 
now to-day Lam going to eat as much lobster 
salad as I want.”? A menu of one of the din- 
ners given during the recent roval wedding 
festivities hangs in the show window of an 
engraver in Charlotten strasse, and from that 
it is to be inferred that the lobster-salad- 
loving Kaiser once again ran the risks of in- 
digestion and asleepless night. But, if dis- 
tressed, he must have been ashamed of his 
weakness and kept his sufferings to himself, 
for the daily papers made no mention of the 
important fact. 

Another weakness of the abstemious old 
mouarch is the ballet, and, in consequence, 
that of the Imperial Theater here is of un- 
rivalled beauty and splendor—is not even 
surpassed by the ballet in the Russian or 
Austrian capitals.

Like his father, he is dis— 
tinvuished more for sSoldierly than intel- 
lectual qualities. Asa German said to me, 
Oh! everybouy knows he did not invent 
vsunpowder (the equivalent for ‘He will 
never set the Thames afire’): but he is a 
thorough soldier, and we hope he will root 
out some of the vices that the amiable old 
Kaiser Winks at.“ This latter had reference 
to the notoriously corrupt management and 
the immorality of the Royal Theater and 
Opera, of which | will speak at another time. 
Comprredtothat of some members of his 
father’s family—notablvy his two uncles, 
Prince Car] and the late Prince Albrecht—the 
private character of the Crown-Prince is 
quite free from reproach. Still, he is accred- 
ited with a few: peceadilloes whose absence in 
royalty excites more wonder than their 
presence. 

Just Why the Empress is so unpopular, I 
cannot tomy satisfaction ascertain; but it 
seems tobe in a measure because she is not 
Very sympathetic toward the Kaiser, and is 
exceedingly jealous, although 1 believe witb 
reuson. Certain it is that the imperial pair 
are not closing their more than fifty veafs 
of wedded life in matrimoniat bliss. Not that 


‘we hear of family jars; they only evince their 


inconveniality by never being seen together. 
hkach drives in state alone and promenades 
inthe park in majestic solitude. Whether 
this is more betiting to royal dignity, or 
Whetherit shows « decided preference on the 
part ofeach for the uninterrupted enjov- 
mentofhisor her own society, I leave to 
others to determine. As was stated in a pre- 
vious letter, the appearance ofthe Empress 
in public during the wedding-festivities of 
her Srandson occasioned no enthusiasm 
Whatever in the populace, while the Kaiser 
Was erected voeiferously. Upon that occa- 
sion her hair presented such a striking con- 
trast In hue to that expected from a lady of 80 
siinmers as to be strongly sucvestive of some 
patent uninjurious bair-dye.

MARK TWAIN’S LUCK. 


A Good Story That Lost a Good Claim 
in the Diggins. 
From the New York Tribune, 


„Mark Twain’s” narrow escape from be- 


coming a pocket miner has never been told. 
It is worth recording, as it gave bim the story 
of the “Jumping Frog,” and sent him off 
along the line of the literary lode and set him 
to searching therein for ‘‘pockets” of fun. 
In 1856 Mark,weary of Bohemian life in San 
Francisco, went up into the mining regions of 
Tuolumne county to rusticate with some old 
friends, Steve, Jim and Billy Gillis. Jim Gil- 
lis was and is one of the most expert pocket 
miners of California. Although educated 
with a view of eventually fighting the battle 
of life as a physician, and though still find- 
ing solace in bis leisure moments in the 
works of Latin and Greek authors that repose 
on their shelves in his cabin, he is booked 
for life as a pocket miner. The business has 
charms for him that bind him to itin chains 
of gold—chainsthat bind more firmly than 
iron or steel. Show him a particle of quartz 
gold on the side of a mountain, andif it came 
to where it was found through the processes 
of accidents of nature, undisturbed in any 
way by the interference of man, he will as 
unerringly trace it to its golden source as the 
bee-hunter will follow the bee to its hoard of 
sweets. ‘ 

Mark Twain found tbe Bohemian style of 
mining practiced by the Gillis brothers to be 
very attractive. He and Jim Gillis took to 
the hills insearch of golden pockets, and 
spent some days in hunting forthe undis- 
turbed trail of an undisturbed deposit. 
Finally they struck a golden bee-line. They 
were two or three days in following it up, as 
it was necessary to carry each sample of dirt 


aconsiderable distance toa small stream in | 


the bed ofa cannonin orderto pan it out. 
Each step made sure by golden grains, tney 
at last came to the pocket. It was a cold, 
dreary, drizzling day when the home deposit 
was found. The first samples carried to the 
stream and washed yielded but a few cents. 
Although the right vein bad been discovered, 
thev had as yet found but the tuailof the 
pocket. Returninggto the vein they dug asam- 
ple from a new place, and were about to car- 
ry itdown the ravine and test it, when the 
rain began to pour down heavily, and Mark, 
with chattering teeth declared he would re- 
main no longer. 

He said there was no sense in freezing to 


death, as in a day or two, when it was bright 


and warm, they could return and pursue 
their investigations in comfort. Yielding 
to Mark’s entreaties, back as they were by 
his blue nose, humped back, and generally 
miscrable and dejected appearance, Jim 
emptied the sack of dirt upon the ground, 
tirst having written and posted up 4 notice 
of their claim to a certain number of feet on 
the vein, Which notice weuld be good for 
thirty days. Angle's Camp being at no great 
distance, While their cabin was some miles 
away, Mark and Jim struck oat for that 
place. The only hotel in the little mining 
camp was kept by Coon Drayton, an old Mis- 
sissippi River pilot, and at his house the half- 
drowned pocket miners found shelter. Mark 
having for some vears followed the business 
of pilot on the Mississippi, be and Coon were 
soon great friends, and swapped scores of 
yarns. It continued to rain for three days, 
and untilthe weather cleared up Mark and 
Jim remained at Coon’s hotel. 

Among the yarns told Mark by Coon was 
tliat of the “Jumping Frog,“ and it struck 
himas being so comical that he determined 
to write itupin good shape: and ‘when he 
returned to the Gillis cabin Mark set to work 
uponit. He also wrote some sketches of 
life in the mines for the San Francisco Morn- 
ing Call. Mark did not think as much of the 
frog story us he did when he first beard it. 
He gave some other sketches the preference, 
and sent them tothe Call and other papers. 
Steve Gillis, however, declared it was the 
best thing he had written, and advised him to 
save and publishit in a book of sketches 
that Was talked of. A literary turn ‘haying 
thus been giventothe thoughts of the in- 
mates ofthe Gillis é¢abin, a month passed 
withouta return tothe business of pocket 
mining. 

While the days were passed by Mark and 
bis friends in discussing the merits of the 
Jumping Frog,“ other prospectors were 
not idle. Atrio of Austrian miners who 
were out in search of gold-bearing quartz 
happened upon the spot where Mark and 
Jim had dug into their ledge. It was but a 
few davs after they had retreated from the 
spot in the pouring rain. The Austrian 
prospectors were not a little astonished at 
seeing the grounds literally glittering with 
vold. Where the dirt emptied from the sack 
had been dissolved and washed away by the 
rain lay some three ounces of bright «quartz 
cola. The Austrians were not long in gath— 
ering this, but the speedy discovery of the 
notice forbade their delving into the deposit 
whence it came. 

They could only wait and watch and pray 
in the hope that the parties who put up the 
notice would not return while it still held 
rood. The sun that rose on the morning of 
the day after the Twain-Gillis notice expired 
saw the Austrians in possession of the 
cround, with a notice of their own conspicu- 
ously and defiantly posted. The new comers 
cleaned out the pocket obtaining a little 
over 37,500 in a few davs. Had Mark 
Twain’s -backbone held out & little 
longer the sack of dirt would have been 
washed and the grand discovery made. He 
would not then have gone to Angel’s Camp, 
and would never have heard or written up 
the story of **Jumping Freg' - the story 
Which gave him his first“ hoost' in the liter- 
ary world. [ad Mark found that gold he 
would have settled down as a jumping miner. 
He would never have given up the chase, and 
to this day, when gray as a badger, he would 
have been pounding quartz as Jim Gillis’ 
„pard“ in the Sierra Nevada Mountains. 


A Church Replaced by a Theater. 
Froin the New York Tribune. 

Brooklyn already has one theater occupying 
the former site of a church. Haverly’s Brook- 
Iyn Theater, which replaced the old Brooklyn 
Theater, the scene of the fire by which nearly 
ou lives were lost, in December, 1876, stands 
on what was once the site of the old Johnson 
Street Methodist Church. It is now proposed 
to build another theater on the foundations of 
u church. In July, 1880, the Elm Place Con- 
vregational Church was burned and only the 
brownstone walls left standing. The congre- 
vation, then under the pastoral care of the 
Rev. Dr. Joseph Wild, now of Toronto, Can- 
ada, had been formed by the unton of two 
churches, and owned two edifices. On the 
burning of the one, the other, in State street, 
was used, and for nearly a year nothing fas 
been done with the Elm place site. Recently, 
however, it Was sold for $16,000. The pur- 
chasers are Wm. Barry an Hugh Kay, varie- 
ty actors, and Benjamin Lewis. They propose 
to build a large theater for variety perform- 
andes. The old front wall of the church will 
be left standing, but the remainder of the 
building willbe new. A seating capacity for 
2,000 will be provided, and it will be larger 
than anv theater nowin Brooklyn. It is de- 
nied that Antonio Pastor or Henry Miner has 
anything to do with this enterprise.

FEELING THE EARTH MOVE. 


An Account of Some Curiosities of the 
Wind by a Philosopher on the Roof. 
From the New York Sun. 

„Would you like to feel the motion of the 
earth whirling onits axis just as you feel the 
motion of a buggy by the air driven against 
your face?!“ 

The man who asked this singular question 
looked both sane and serious.- As he spoke he 
touched with his finger asmall globe which, 
with the slight impulse thus communicated, 
begun to revolve smoothly and swiftly within 
a brass ring and a broad wooden zone, on 
which were pictured the odd-looking figures 
that represent the twelve signs of the zodiac. 
The green painted oceans and _ variously 
tinted continents on the little globe blended 
into a confused jumble of color with the mo- 
tion. Europe and America, the Atlantic and 
the Pacitic lost their outlines. Greenland 
made a dark circle about the pole like streaks 
on a boy’s top. 

Mou know the earth is whirling like that— 
many times faster than that,“ said the phil- 
osopher,“ and if the atmosphere did not 
partake of the same motion there would be 
u constant hurricane blowing at the rate of 
a thousand miles an hour. Most persons ac- 
cept the explanation that the atmosphere re- 
mc wi as fast as the solid ground without 
inquiring any further, and so they lose sight 
of one of the most startling facts in nature. 
Just step up here.’’

„Don't vou feel that?“ asked the philoso- 
pher, putting his hand to his cheek. 

„feel a wind from the northeast,’’ 
the reporter. 

„Well, that’s it, then,“ said the philoso- 
pher. . As the surface of the earth revolves 
eustward,it meets acurrentof air flowing from 
the North, which has not acquireda velocity of 
rotation equal to that of the ground it passes 
over. So objects on the earth are driven by 
the earth’s motion through all that is moving 
more slowly tothe eastward than, they are. 
The result is that the wind which started to 
blow from the poles towards the equator, in- 
stead of moving straight from north to south 
appears to come from the Northeast. The 
reason of this will be plain the minute you 
look at a revolving globe. You see that close 
to the poles the revolution of the surface is 
very much slower than at the equator, just as 
point on the hubof a wheel moves more 
slowly than a point on the tire. . 

ou must not, however, suppose that 
every Wind from the Northeastis the result 
of this curious law. In fact, in this latitude 
it is very difticulttosay when the true wind 
of revolution, if Imay so speak of it, is felt, 
because there are so many local causes that 
Zovern tbe direction of the wind. Neverthe- 
less, Wheneveracurrent of air starts from 
the far North toward the equator this 
phenomenon will be experienced in 
all the places it passes over, al- 
though itis very often obscured by the chang- 
es of direction caused by ranges of mountains, 
creat vallevs and local temperatures. But 
the curious fact remains that we feel in the. 
wind the whirling of our globe about its axis. 
In the tropics this phenomenon manifests it- 
self perfectly inthe famous trade winds. In 
fact the west and southwest Wingls that pre- 
vail here a large partof the year are the re- 
turning trade winds. In this case the air, 
moving from the equator, where the revolu- 
tion is fastest toward the poles where itis 
slowest, has, as it advances, a westward mo- 
tion greater than that of the surface Over 
which it passes. So marked is the prevalence 
of this wind that sailors call it down hill from 
here to England, on account-of the easy sail- 
ing with the wind. So you can see, that, al- 
though the Winds alone would never have 
enabied us to Getect the fact that the earth 
revolves, yet now that the fact is known, we 
sec in them one of its most striking results.”

Besides the injury to 
her head, she sustained several bruises on the 
limbs and body.

The San Francisco papers, Which pub- 
lish frequemt reports of the progress of the 
disease, attribute its spread and virulence to 
the practice of concealment on the part of the 
natives and Chinese, who will not report 
case tothe authorities until the patient is 
about to die on tbeir bands, and subsequent- 
ly make it appear that the physicians of the 
Bourd of Health are responsible for his 
death. The public schools and all places of 
amusement are closed, but the churches are 
kept open, in spite ofthe fact that they have 
been the means of spreading the contagion.

BiG LOOT.

The Jewel Robbery of Gen. Grant 
May Foot Up $50,000. 


No Accurate Details Yet Received 
of the Loss. 


Full Account of the Capture of 
King and Fitzpatrick. 


Oue of the Most Mysterious Robberies 
on Record. 


The most distinguished robbery which has 
yet come within the official ken of the St. Louis 
police was that committed on Gen. Grant dur- 
ing his ride from St. Louis to New Orleans on a 
special car over the Iron Mountain Road. The 
General left St. Louis on March 30, and his bag- 
gage was plundered between this city and 
Texarkana on the 30th or 3lst. He himself is 
probably still in ignorance of his loss, and almost 
the first news he will receive in New Orleans 
will be a telegram announcing the recovery ot 
part of the loot and asking for a detailed de- 
scrivtion of the balance of it. 

Mr. W. H. Byars, the Special Agent of the 
Iron Mountain Road, tells the story of the bur- 
glary in his own words as follows: To begin 
atthe beginning, when General Grant went 
over the Iron Mountain Road, March 30, Elsie 
T. King was brakeman at the rear end of 
the train, and he had access tothe special 
train of the party. Fitzpatrick was not on the 
train at all; that is one of the many mistakes in 
the published accounts. The first intimation 
which was received of the loss was that these 
parties, King and Fitzpatrick, were seen drunk 
on the streets of Texarkana with their coats 
covered with diamond encrusted decorations 
and medals bearing the name ot U. 8. Grant. 
As soon as the men sobered up they leit a 
package in the hands of the South- 
ern express agent at Texarkana 
which was to be held till called for. The sus- 
picions of the agent were aroused and he im. 
mediately telegraphed to A. W. Soper, and 
Mr. Dudley, the assistant general manager, at 
once ordered the package forwarded. This 
was done and it was opened here but it was 
not found to contain all the jewels which King 
and Fitzpatrick had been wearing, a Russian 
bear, and a Maltese cross both encrusted with 
diamonds turned up missing; a painters’ 
palette studded with diamond is also gone. 
All oi these were gifts trom the Czar 
to Grant. Mr. Dudley telegraphed me 
and Leame on at once and had a long consul- 
tation with Chief Chapman, and in company 
with Detective Stewart started after the men 
on the Missouri Pacific train. I arrived here 
at 7 p. m. Monday and left the same evening 
for Kansas City, where we believed the men 
had gone. Our impression at first was that 
they had gone to Denver, but we determined 
to look around Kansas City for them a little 
on the chances. 

“Yesterday morning atS a.m. we got into 
the Union Depot at Kansas City, 
and took A waik round the 
town going to the different express offices. 
They knew nothing at all about them at Wells, 
Fargo & Co.’s, but as soon as I stepped 
intothe Adams Express office | recognized 
Fitzpatrick with his coat off at work. 

„Nou knew him then?“ 

„Oh, yes. Well [ told him what wasup, and 
he made no kick at all, so I put Lim in jail tor 
sate keeping and learned then that King was 
going down as express messenger 
from Sedalia to Dennison on the M., K. and T., 
on the night train. Weat once took Fitzpat- 


‘vick with us and got to Sedalia with just a ten 


momentstospare. Stewart staid on the train 
with Fitzpatrick, while 1 togk a look round. 
Just behind a door in the Adains Express Co.’s 
Isaw King and IJ at once notified Stewart, 
who came around the back way and made the 
CAL. ur.

o request that he might get his valise. Then 
we got him on the train and had them both 
back in the Union Depot here at eight 
o'clock this morning, one of the quickest jobs 
on record.

The Employes of the Brewers De- 
mand Less Hours and 
More Pay. 


- — 
— 


Meeting of the Men This Morning—A 
Procession— What the Men Want. 


The employes of the city breweries inaugu- 
rated a strike this morning pursuant to a reso- 
lution adopted last night at a meeting of the 
Brauerburschen held at Tivoli Hall. The 
POST-DISPATCH has frequently alluced to this 
strike, and the view@ of the largest brewery- 
owners in reference tothe movement when it 
was threatening have been published in these 
columns. 

.The men are dissatisfied on account of the 
long hours of labor, and they contend that the 
wages are notin proportion to the extent and 
duration of the work. They want to reduce 
the number of hours by commencing work at 
5 o’clock, quitting at 6 o’clock p. m., and on 
Sundays at 9 o’clock a. m. They also 
aek an increase of $5 per month 
wages. At present they receive $5) a month 
and skilled labor #5 to $70. The greater por- 
tion of brewery employes in this city belong to 
the single rank, andthey are nearly all Ger- 
mans, Atthe Tivoli Hall meeting Mr. Jeusch, 
President of the Union formed at Turner Hall a 
few weekssince, stated that the demands of the 
men had been coolly ignored by the bosses ex- 
cept in the case of the Klaussman bBrew- 
ing Company ef Carondelet @ and the 
Heim breweryin East St. Louis. A résolution 
for a general strike in all other breweries Was 
adopted by all present, a large gathering, but 
yet not fully representative of the strength of 
the brewery employes in this city. Large num- 
Vers in each brewery north and south of town 
haye refrained from joining the Union and 
hence they were not in sympathy with the 
movement inuugurated this morning. About 
8o’clock a gathering of the strikers took place 
at Anthony & Kuhn's Garden, Sidney street, 
when it was found that about 250 of the men 
employed inthe southern breweries had quit 
work this morning, pursuant to last night’s 
resolution. They turned out, headed 
by a band of music, for the purpose 
of visiting the different breweries in turn. An 
address was delivered tothe strikers by Mr. 
Jewschb, who advised orderly proceedings 
throughout the day. The men would secure 
the respect of employers and tLe public by ab- 
staining from loud and boieterous behavior and 
‘*treating’’ along the line would be prehibit- 
ed. The procession left Anthony & Kuhn’s 
Garden shortly before 9 o’clock, and 
the brewers inthe South, Lemp's, Anbeuser’s, 
Koch & Sckilling’s and Feuerbacher’s were 
first visited. No concessions were made at 
either of these establishments and ethe 
policy of ignoring the the movement appeared 
to prevail among the employers. At Lemp's 
and Anheuser’s there are about two hundred 
men employed at each, and at 
Anthony & Kuhn’s forty men. Twelve 
hands left Anthony & Kuhn’s, and forty or 
fifty quit work at each of the two larger brew- 
eries named. The greatest inconvenience was 
felt atthe shipping department of Anheuser’s 
bottled becr establishment. With that excep- 
tion the strike in its incipiency has not seri- 
ously affected the employers, who 
claim that the labor performed 
by the strikers is not skilled 
andtheir places can be immediately filled. 
Messrs. Anthony & Kuhn deny that there were 
any hostile expressions or boisterous threats 
on the part o1 the men last evening,or that any 
guthering ot elementsthreatening trouble took 
place in their garden last evening at all, as 
erroneously stated in 4 morning 
paper. There was no indication 
of anything of the kind. A 
POST-DISPATCH reporter “ endeavored to 
obtainsome expression from Mr. Kuhn in ret- 
erencetothe movement and the attitudeof 
the employes, but he curtly deciined to say 
anything bevond the tact that allthe breweries 
are at work as usual to-day, and that business 
at his brewery was not disturbed by the strike. 

At the Green Tree Brewery Mr. I. Nicolas, 
the superintendent, and Mr. Goodwin, the 
bookkeeper ,'stated that business was not af- 
fected in any way by the strike. Six only of 
the employes at the Green Tree Brewery 
quit work this morning. The pro- 
portion of men out on strike may be 
placed at 20 per cent of the total number em- 
ploved, about 1,000 men. ‘There are about 
twenty-three breweries scattered over the 
city, the larger interests being located in the 
southern portion and employing from forty to 
250 men each. 11 the places of 
the strikers are not filled at once 
the employers willJ be much inconvenienced 
in supplying the sajoons with the daily orders 
which at this season are larger than at any 
other time.
